My Dear BrRoruErR, 


| In reading your letter in connexion With o- 
ther communications from America, ny mind 
iwasted to admire the goodness of God exciting 
his children to such a variety of efforts in for- 
wardiog the kingdom of Christ Some aresoi- 
citing charity to enlarge the funds of Bible So- 
cities; Some are contributing in aid of transla- 
tions ; Some are sending their money for the 
‘education of heathen; sume are imparting the 
means of grace to their neglected and abandon- 
ed countrymen 3; some are giving tongues to the 
dumb and ears to the deafs some are “endevour- 
ing to bring in the Jews, and some to evange- 
lize the geutiles ; some are espousing the cause 
of eastern missions ; some picad forthe wes- 
tern, and others for domestic mission.—Though 
‘there may seem to be a kind of rivalry, and & 
‘Spirit of contention in cartying forward these 
| various objects, yet the cause is the same; the 
grand object of all these efforts is, to promote’ 
the Kingdom and glory of Christ. No matter, 
then, how much emulation in acts of berrevolence 
and good will to our fellow men, and in the ser- 
vice of our divine Master. | 

It is unnecessary to enter into the detail of our 
affairs and prospects in Bombay, for in our re- 
cent communications to the Board you will see 
every thing of importance that isto be said. 

Though we have occasion to mourn, and to 
say, in the language of the prophet, «who hath 
believed our report,’”? yet we faint not. We 
rejoice and bless God, that through the instru- 
mentality of this mission thousands of the hea-

| been held forth as the only Saviour ef sinners

even “where satan’s seat is” ‘Though we know 
of no one instance of conversion to the Cliis- 
‘tian faith among this people, yet God will be 
honoured through the preaching of the gospel, 
though it may prove “a savour of death unto 
death.’ tis not improbable that we may 
spend our lives in*making known the gospel to 
this people, without being permitted to witness 
the coaversion of an individual. But we hope

Sake their idols, no one can deny that the Spirit 
of the Lord hath done it. 

No one department of our mission is more 
flattering than that of native schools We have 
now twelve schools under our patronage, in 
which are about 600 boys. The immediate in- 
struction of these schools is committed to native 
teachers, under our superintenden e. Sch 
books, religious tracts, and the Gospel of Mat- 
thew in the Mahratta language are put in the 
hands of the boys. We hope and pray that 
the Word of God, which is read daily in the 
schools, will have an important influence on 
the minds of the rising generation. 

Phe object of instructing the natives by 
Schools is beginning to gain the attention of Eu- 
ropean residents in this place, and also in Cal- 
culta. Aschool Society has been formed in 
Bombay, which will soon commence its oper- 
ations. A school book is now in our press, for 
this Society, consisting of Christ’s Sermon on 
the mount, and a selection from the parables 
contained inthe Gospel, inthe Mahratta ‘lan- 
Suage. 

1 am led to conclude, that the method of im- 
parting christian instruction to the heathen, by 
achuols, is calculated more than any other to 
produce a general and lasting influence on 
their minds. In proportion as their minds are 
enlightened by the principles of natural science, 
Such as history, geography, cronology,. and 
astronomy. the principles of their religion, ina- 
ny of which are grounded on ignorance of these 
scieuces, will be undermined, and they will be 
more ready to embrace the religion of the gos- 
pel. But though a correct knowl: ‘dge of the 
sciences may be the means of opening in some 
desree their blind eves, yet their hearts never 
will be tarned from idolatry till the Spirit 
of Got is sent from on high. Idolatry is not 
Shupiyv an error of the head, its seat is in the 
heart, and nothing less than the power of God 
Can overthrow its empire. 

Yon will easily conceive, that in this barren 
Jand, every tem of religious information from 
the land of our fathers ts very refreshing to 
our hearts. Whe late accounts of the revival 
of religion at home, the establishment and pros- 
Perity efso many Societies for the promotion 
of the Kingdom of Christ, cause our hearts to 
rejoice and to give thanks to the Father of 
mercies. O may the increase of Curist’s 
kingdom at home be the means of furnishing 
more labourers to build the wastes of Zion 
ab: ad, and toscatter the light of life in the 
shades ef paganism and death ;
